~ BUNCH EXAMENED, 


AND BANDIT MORALES TELLS 
HIS STORY, 


Followed by a Chitaltke and Bland 
Statement from Bunch Himself— 
The Entirely Innocent Way in 
Which Morales Gathered Up 
Horses. 


Santa Monica has probably never 
had such a stir in criminal circles as 
that which was created today at the 
trial of George W. Bunch, for the 
famous Syivestro Morales was present, 
and testified regarding the horse- 
stealing raid. Such a crowd assembled 
during the morning to see the famous 
outlaw that Justice McElfresh decided 
to transfer his court to the Town Hali, 
on Third street, and in that building 
at 10:30 o’clock the proceedings were 
commenced. Bunch was first on hand, 
having been bhronght down en the 
Southern Pacific’s 9:30 train by Con- 
stable Frank Benedict of Santa 
Monica, who is entitled to the credit of 


Marshal Insley of Santa Ana and Con- 
stable Insley of Oceanside, who effected 
the capture of Morales. 

A REAL LIVE BANDIT. 

Morales, who was brought down 
over the Los Angeles and Pacific by 
Sheriff Aguirre and Deputy Hammel, 
did not arrive until 10:45, and was re- 
ceived by a medley of the curious- 
minded, who were anxious to see what 
a famous desperado looked like. They 
must have been disappointed, for 
Morales was quite an ordinary-appear- 
ing individual, rather demure than 
otherwise, and neatly clad and pre- 
senting, on the whole, the appearance’ 
of an intelligent man. 

BUNCH ARRAIGNED. 

The court proceedings were opened 
with the reading of the complaints to 
Bunch, who was on three charges in- 
dicted for stealing a horse from Charlies 
Hawes of Santa Munica, one from 
Gomez, and one fiom Don Machado. 

THE TESTIMONY. 

The first witness called by the prose- 
cution was C. N. Hawes, who testified 
to his horse beingstolen, and to having 
found it at Anaheim, in the 
ofaman who had a bill of sale from 
Sylvestro Morales.

that my time was u Now when the 
ministers occasional: stray into a 
werkers’ meeting, y are always 
given plenty of time, even when their 
given time is up; would it not be well 
for these gentlemen to show them- 
selves as liberal as the common work- 
ers in giving them the same chance 
where the rostrum is changed? 

The truth lies between these two 
writers—these two classes; and until 
they both understand each others’ con- 
dition.and position, by a more tamiliar 
and. frequent intercourse with and 
toward each other, there will be no 
good come of the religious Sabbath 
rest, no matter what laws you may 
i on that important subject. 

Now, it is a fact, that the Greek 
Church has 52 Sainte’ days in the 
roar which gave even tothe serfs of 

ussia two rest days a week, iucluding 
Sunday—that is to say, the kept one 
day to do as they pleased, in visiting 
or making home comfortable. The Sun- 
day was kept as a holy day; the Saint’s 
day asaholiday. Now ought not a 
free born or naturalized American 
citizen to have as much rest as a Rus- 
sian seri? 

If the ministry cannot appreciate 
the abstract right. let me ask another 
question—do they want the 
worker to keep a h oly. religious, 
churgh-going day of rest? Ido; but I 
never more expect to see them do this 
in any great numbers until you give 
them by law and custom, a holiday to 
enjoy themselves, outside of the 
church, in any innocent enjoyment 
with their families, as they may think 
best; and I trust many of the minis- 
try have lived long enough to be fully 
convinced of this fact by common 
every Sunday. observation. Let the 
ministers advocate this, and when the 
other rest day shall come, besides Sun- 
day,asa result of their labors for that 
end, they will obtain the appreciation 
and admiration of the workers, who 
oe fill their sanctuaries to overflow- 


"Religion is natural, if you give a 
man a chance to be religious; especially 
to the poor man, who feels every day 
his dependence on the hand that gives 
the daily bread.

The mem- 
bers of the Council, with the exception 
of Capt. Bonsall, seemed inclined to 
still Mhsist upon the ocean outfall, 
which has been so plainly and decid- 
edly condemned at the polls, but ulti- 
mately they practically conceded the 
question at issue by agreeing to meet 
with a committee to be appointed by 
the memorialists. This is encourag- 
ing, and augurs well for a speedy and 
satisfactory settlement of the vexed 
problem. 

During the discussion several speak- 
ers insisted on the advisability of 
taking away the chief objection to the 
utilization of sewage by erecting 
deodorizing works at’ or near 
the city limits. There is no doubt 
that public opinion is growing 
in favor of such acourse. The use of 
the crude material will always be at- 
tended with more or less objections on 
the part of those within reach of an 
occasional whiff of the stray odors. 
The filtration and deodorization of the 
sewage matter would remove ali these 
objections, creating at once a salable 
fertilizer and a semi-pure water, which 
could be readily sold, and to which 
there could be no objection. At the 
same time the cost of complete works 
of this description, even on a large 
scale, including the purchase of a site 
of 10 or 20 acres, would certainly not 
be more than we are asked to pay to 
pipe the sewage to the land of persons 
who will pay us nothing for it. 

We referred recently in these col- 
umns to a new and very promising 
system of treatment of sewage known 
as the ‘“‘Amines’”’ process; which has 
been tested in England. In this 
process an ammonia compound is 
added to the sewage as it issues from 

place. e Séientific 
of the 7th inst. contains a long de- 
scription of this process, from which 
we extract the following paragraph: 

The disinfectant mixture is added to the 
sewage as issuing from the sewers, and is 
thoroughly intermixed with the sewage by 


ordin«ry mechanical appliances. The effect 
is almost instantaneous. By the action of 


the suspended matters tend to suodside. 
Simultaneously, the putrid smeil of the sew- 
age is replaced by the peculiar briny odor of 
the reagent. In this state the sewage flows 
into settling tanks. There the subsidence 
of the solids takes place ata rapid rate. 
When it is complete (in a depth of six feet 
it takes only half an hour), the brilliant 
clevr and bright supernatant ligui 
(effluent), completely deodorized and 
disinfec may be discharged with 
erfect safety. To fish it 
simnocuous when diluted with more than 
10 times its volume of water; but it contains 
in solution fertilizing principles, and it may, 
therefore, be advantageously applied to ir- 
rigation. The precip'tate (sludge) remain- 
ing at the bottom of the ta:\ks is also of the 
same briny odor as the effluent, and free 
from any tendency to putrefaction. It may, 
consequently, be left exposed without the 
least risk of nuisance, for any length of 
time, even in midsummer. It is brownisb- 
yellow in color, and lacks entirely the 
slimy appearance of ordinary sludge. Its 
quantity does not exceed that resulting 
rom other treatments. The manutcial value 
ofthe siudge is stated to be somewhat 
above that of the best farmyard manure. 


It will be for the committee which is 
to be appointed in conjunction with the 
Council to discuss all these details.

Its 
influence is greatly cramped by the

It is remarkable that men who work 
so bard for the good of the people as do 
the editors of the local press should do 
s0 little to protect and assist them- 
selves. There is great need of a weed- 
ing out and toning up amoug our 
rural papers. The unfit now survive 
too long. It is no charity to keep 
pupers alive which do neither them- 
selves or the community any good. 
They are merely sucking the life blood 
of publications which have a reason to 
exist. Undue home competition and 
outside special editions combine to 


make the local newspaper man’s lot a- 


hard one. 

The rural press of this country is a 
mighty power for good, properly 
handled. To attain its greatest sphere 
of usefulness, much reform and organi- 
zation are necessary. It is an inviting 
field for the consideration of our breth- 
ren of the provincial press. Mean- 
time let advertisers show their sense 
by refusing to patronize dubious out- 
side enterprises. 


THE CITY’S FUNDS. 


At the Council meeting on Monday, 
the delayed report of the Finance 
Commitiee, on the loaning of the city 
money, was read. The committee ad- 
vises dgainst the loaning of the money 
to a bank at interest,,and for reason 
asserts that such a course would be 
against public policy, as it might 
cause a stringency in the money mar- 
ket by the sending of the money 
abroad. ‘The Council concurred in 
this view, and adopted the report, 
with only one dissenting vote. 

On the other hand, it is claimed by 
those who wish to see the law carried 
out that the Council has no option in 
the matter, ifs duty being to carry out 
the law as laid down in the charter, 
which expressly provides for the loan- 
ing of the money to the highest bidder. 
They say furthermore that, failing to 
do this, the Council. should certainly 
carry out the other provision of the 
law, and deposit the money in the city 
vault, built to receive it. Finally, they 
intimate that the true explanation of 
the affair is to be found in the desire of 
certain banks to obtain the use of the 
city money free, gratis, for nothing. 

As the matter isshortly to be brought 
before the courts, we refrain from com- 
ment, for the present.

We cannot subscribe to 
the claim now made that conditions have so 
changed in 20 years that a protective duty 
is now desirable and would be advanta- 
geous. The argument is that the condition 
then existing, which removed all necessity 
fora tective duty on carpet wuols, has 
been increased and intensified by lapse of 
time. A prohibitory or highly-protective 
rage on the cheaper grades would not lead 
to the prvduction in this country of wools 
similar to those now imported for this. pur- 
— Manufacturers would be justified in 
nsisting that iow grade carpet wools shall 
go upon the free list. These low grade 
t wools are almost the only raw ma- 
terial upon which a revenue daty wis im- 
eed when the Government needed money, 
m which it has not since been removed, 
or it is not there (in the Senate Tariff Bill) 
proposed to remove it. The «rgument in favor 
of free carpet wools is vastly stronger than 
that which was made for free hides, The 
difficulty in the way of giving the manu- 
facturer the full benefit of the principle 
arises from trouble in securing at the cus- 
tom houses the classification necéssary fur 
the prevention of frauds.
